About ll o’clock this morning the 
A. & lf. special, run by the Katy road 
reached Ada and remained about two 
hours while the lecturers discussed 
their respective 
subjects 
and 
the 
crowd went through the exhibit cars. 
Although the wiud was uncomfort­ 
ably cold, a crowd of possibly 2,00b 
was waiting at the depot when the 
train came and gave close attention 
to the lectures and examined the ex­ 
hibits with keen interest. Although 
many citizens of Ada w'ere present, 
a large part of the crowd was made 
up of farmers, many of whom had 
come quite a distance to hear and 
see what was offered. The train con­ 
sisted of six or eight cars, and was in 
charge of Dean Pittuck of the A. & M. 
college, and R. W. Hockaaay and J. 
F. Riley, industrial agent and com­ 
mercial agent, respectively, 
of 
the 
Katy system. 
The first lecture was by Prof. H. A. 
Bittenbender, instructor 
in 
poultry 
management, A. * VI. college. He had 
several chickens before him, and ex­ 
plained the strong and weak points- 
in the birds. He also gave directions 
concerning the care of chickens, feed, 
houses, etc. He was followed by J. W. 
U Corley, member of the state board 
of agriculture, who spoke on the sub­ 
ject of agricultural education in Ok­ 
lahoma. Prof. O. O. Churchill told of 
how crops may be increased by seed 
selection. iProf. VV. A. U n k later made 
a short talk on the subject of corn, 
alfalfa aud livestock; Prof. 
J. 
W. 
Wilkinson gave an outline of the plans 
the college has adopted in aiding bovs 
and girls clubs. Marie Woodson, state 
suporiutendeat of demonstration farm 
save his hearers some valuable infor­ 
mation concerning .seed corn. Prof. R. 
C. Potts lectured on the subject of 
dairying and the best kind of diary 
stock. 


After the lectures the crowd was I 
invited to pass through the exhibit 
cars, where almost 
every 
product 
raised anywhere could be found. Of 
course the poultry car came in for a 
good share of attention. 
A number! 
of birds of different varieties were 
to be seen, together with up-to-date 
appliances- of value to the poultry 
raiser. The livestock and good seed 
exhibits also drew no little attention 
from those interested in these lines.
